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SUMMARY 


Konotop  Army  Barracks  is  located  in  the 
northeast  section  of  Konotop  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Krole  vets -Konotop  Rail  Line  (Figure  1). 

This  secured  installation  covers  approxi- 
mately 255  acres  and  contains  2 administration 
buildings,  3 large  multistory  barracks,  32  large 
storage  buildings,  35  support  buildings,  a small- 
arms  firing  range,  2 motor  pools  (each  contain- 
ing 2 vehicle  maintenance  buildings),  and  a pos- 


sibly associated  athletic  field  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  area  was  covered  by  6 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  December  1961  and  June  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  revealed  the  same  general 
level  of  usage  throughout  this  period;  however, 
winter  missions  revealed  track  activity  only  in 
the  administrative  and  troop  housing  area.  No 
significant  changes  in  facilities  were  noted. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

Although  no  trackside  docks  are  apparent, 
a section  in  the  western  part  of  the  installation 
may  possibly  be  used  as  a loading  zone. 

Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  urban  streets. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  2 administration  buildings, 
3 large  multistory  barracks,  2 large  storage 
buildings,  and  28  support  buildings.  Track  ac- 
tivity throughout  the  area  indicates  probable  oc- 
cupancy of  all  buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  30  large  storage  buildings 
and  7 smaller  support  buildings.  Heavy  tracking 
throughout  the  area  indicates  probable  utiliza- 
tion of  all  buildings.  No  track  activity  was 
noted  on  winter  coverage. 

POL  Storage  Area 

Nine  small  POL  tanks  are  located  in  a se- 


cured area  adjacent  to  the  rail  line  and  2.3 
kilometers  (km)  south  of  the  installation  (not 
shown  on  sketch). 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Areas 

Area  J1  contains  a 75-  by  185-foot  vehicle 
maintenance,  building,  a 30-  by  60- foot  vehicle 
maintenance  building,  and  a 225-  by  390-foot 
motor  park. 

Area  J2  contains  a 50-  by  300-foot  vehicle 
maintenance  building,  a 35-  by  70- foot  vehicle 
maintenance  building,  and  a 300-  by  525-foot 
motor  park. 

Athletic  Field 

A possibly  associated  athletic  field  (K)  is 
located  on  the  southwestern  side  of  the  railroad 
tracks. 

Small- Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L is  a 330-  by  65-foot  small-arms  fir- 
ing range.  The  range  is  revetted  on  3 sides. 
Scarring  indicates  continued  use. 
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
